UNITED STATES LEADS IN TOTAL AND PER CAPITA STEEL MAKING 


Total Steel Production 


Over 53 per cent of the world production of steel ingots 
and steel for castings was produced in the United States 
in 1947 as compared with 88 per cent in 1937. Since the 
turn of the century, the United States has been the leading 
nation in the production of steel. During the period from 
the end of World War I to the beginning of World War II, 
this country made between 25 and 45 per cent of the 
world’s annual steel output. World output of steel in 1947 
as estimated by the American Iron and Steel Institute, was 
about 159 million tons. The United States alone produced 
close to 85 million tons. This output far exceeds any of 
the prewar production records. Steel making in 1947 was 
More than 60 per cent above the 1939 level, and was only

4 per cent below the annual average during the all-time 
high war years 1942-1944, 

At the beginning of 1947, the total steel making capac- 
ity in this country was 92 million tons and it is estimated 
that after the completion of the new facilities which were 
under construction in 1947, steel output capacity will be 
94 million tons. 

The 1947 steel output in the United States was more 
than four times as large as the production in Russia, esti- 
mated at slightly more than 19 million tons, the next larg- 
est steel making country in the world in 1947. 

Great Britain with an annual output of 14 million tons, 
9 per cent of the world’s output in 1947, ranked third 
among the various nations in steel] making. Next in order 
of magnitude was France with about 6 million tons of steel 
or 4 per cent of world production. Output of steel in the 
American, French and British zones of Germany amounted 
to almost 5 million tons in 1947. The total steel output in 
1947 for all the countries listed in the accompanying table 
amounted to 151.6 million tons, 95 per cent of the world 
output. This leaves, at most, 7.4 million tons for all the 
other countries included among which is China. 

Per Capita Output of Steel 

These steel production figures can be used as one indi- 
cation of the material well-being (standard of living) of 
the population (average person) in the various countries. 
Since the countries being compared are of different sizes 
as measured by population, the total production data 
should not be used without first adjusting for differences 
in population. This adjustment was made by dividing the 
total steel output for the different nations by the popula- 
tion of the various countries. The result is production per 
person or per capita as it is commonly called. While it is 
recognized that production is not synonymous with con-

sumption, due to foreign trade, and while the quality of 
the output may also be somewhat different, nevertheless, 
production data do give a rough approximation of con- 
sumption levels. 

The per capita production of steel in this country in 
1947 was 1,178 pounds which is about 8 times the world 
per capita output of about 148 pounds. The per capita out- 
put of steel in this country in 1947 was enough to pro- 
duce about one-third of an automobile or three-fourths of 
a tractor or about 7 refrigerators per person. As com- 
pared with 1939, per capita production in 1947 was up 


about 46 per cent in the United States and down close to 
1 per cent in the world. 

Except for the small country of Luxemburg which pro- 
duced only 1.2 per cent of world output and which had a 
per capita output of 13,000 pounds of steel, the United 
Sf&tes ranked first in per capita steel making. If, how- 
ever, Luxemburg is combined with Belgium for purposes 
of determining per capita output of steel, as is suggested 
should be done because of the coal and iron from Belgium 
which go to produce the Luxemburg steel, the United 
States would rank first with the Belgium-Luxemburg area 
running a close second. 

The per capita production in Russia (the second larg- 
est producing country in the world) was only 183 pounds 
in 1947. This represents a decrease of about 14 per cent 
from their prewar level. A considerable part of this de- 
crease is due to the large increase in population resulting 
from the acquisition of territory. Conversely, the increase

in per capita production of steel in Poland in 1947 from 
1939 is the result of the smaller population resulting, in 
part, from the changes in boundaries. 

The Asiatic nations would probably be at the bottom of 
the list in per capita steel making. While no complete data 
are available for China, rough estimate would put their 
per capital output below or about the same as that of 
India which had a per capita production of 6 pounds in 
1947. Demilitarized Japan produced about 26 pounds per 
person in 1947 as compared with the prewar per capita 
output of 203 pounds in 1939. 

While the steel making capacities of Mexico and Brazil 
were greatly expanded over the period 1939-1947, their 
per capita output was still relatively small, 31 pounds in 
Mexico and 18 pounds in Brazil, in 1947.
